The accident occurred during the din- 
ner rash on double fish night last week. 
Bcrnie began to panic when he saw how 
long the line was, and he started getting 
a little careless with the machine.

Finally a fellow employee called an 
ambulance which arrived within min- 
utes. The paramedics pushed through 
the masses to get to Bemie. By cutting 
his fingers, they managed to free him. 
Shapiro looked down at his hand (now 
minus three lingers) and just fainted The 
paramedics loaded him onto the stretcher 
and rushed him to the hospital, where 
they stitched him up. Now he is as good 
as ncw;hejustcan't wave as well with his 
right hand. 

The studentbody lias been very suppor- 
tive through this tragedy . Most are wear- 
ing a black ribbon around three fingers to 
commemorate Bcmic's bravery. 

In the spirit of Earth Day, the fingers 
were recycled into frcnch fries.

Anyone who has had Dr. Christopher 
Kilmartin in psychology, or knows him, 
personally is aware of his distaste for 
football , but fe w arc awarc of the circum- 
stances that led to this deep-seated ani- 
mosity. 

Kilmartin was a walk-on for the football 
team at Frostburg State as a freshman. It 
was the beginning of yet another Cinder- 
ella story. A scrappy 6-3, 175 pound wide 
receiver, Kilmartin showed brief glimpses 
of a young Lynn Swann in scrimmages, 
but it was not until his sophomore year 
that the call came to hit the proverbial 
gridiron. And he hit it in grand fashion, 
scoring twice in his initiation against 
powerhouse Coppin Slate. 
Unfortunately hapless Frostburg was to 
bcmircdinan(>25slumpduringKilmartin's 
career and he received little national rec- 
ognition despite being the first receiver to 
be triple teamed in a football game! 
Then one day it happened. The year was 
1 977 and Kilmartin was about to gradu- 
ate with abachelors in psychology . ThcO- 
25 skid hung over his head like an alba- 
tross in labor. Scouts from a few token 
NFL teams had made the trek to West 
Virginia Tech to watch the magician 
work his magic in his final game, but the 
critics doubted Houdini himself could 



lead Frostburg to victory. 

Rain had splashed the West Virginia 
field for days and two feet of mud con- 
cealed any semblance of hashmarks. 
Sr^writcrsofthcdaycitedthefirsthalf 
as the ugliest spectacle they had ever wit- 
nessed on a football field. But the second 
half yielded its diamond in the rough.

The ball, like a torpedo dully hitting the 
broadside of a battleship, floated into 
Kilmariin'sawaiunghands, 12yardsfrom 
scrimmage. He twisted, faked twice to his 
left and then barreled one yard into the 
Frostburg history books with three dc- 
fcndersdrapcdallovcrhishcaving frame. 
The Baltimore Colts took notcand though 
much-criucizcd for their decision, used 
their important 18th round selection to

nab the elusive Baltimore native. 
Months later he was hauling in bullets 



from the golden arm of one Bert Jones 
and makingabid foran opening day spot 



on the Colts roster. Jones had nothing but 
praise for the rookie: "Hands of glue. I'll 
quitthe team before they lake Chrisoutof 
the starting lineup." 
Starling lineup it was. Opening day at 
RFK and Kilmartin was coming home to 
play in front of friends and family. The 
Lolls received the opening kickoti and in 
a matter of moments, Kilmartin was to 
line up at wide receiver opposite the 
Skins' Pat Fischer. 

Fischer earned his daily bread by doing 
everything in his power to hinder his 
opponent, even if he had to cheaL (What 
a rarity, a cheap shot artist in Washing- 
ton.) But Kilmartin was aware of the 
tainted legacy of Pat Fischer and when he 
rccei veda handful of dirt to the face on the 
opening play, he was not surprised Kil- 
martin relates the incident, "I was not sur- 
prised." 

No stretchers were necessary to carry 
the wounded warrior from the field, but a 
camera shot of Chris' mother crying in 
the stands told the story.

Following thcleadof ChrisJackson, 
thenaticfl'sthiidlcadingscorcr.Mary 
Washington College non-star and set 
shooter Billy "Steve Hale" SHer 
announced yesterday that he would 
forgo his final two years of eligibility, 
and enter the NBA draft

family and friends with his decision.

Sigler, who once scored 32 in a Pee 
Wee League basketball game, was the 
leading scorer for the Eagles during 
the spring semester.

After the Mary Washington College 
men's basketball team posted adismal4- 
18 record at the end of the 89-90 season, 
there was some speculation that head 
coach Tom Davies was looking for an- 
other school. 

Those rumors were confirmed yester- 
day, when Davies announced he would 
leave MWC to coach at UNLV next 
season. Davies would be filling the va- 
cancy left by former coach turned U.S. 
congressman Jerry Tarkanian . Tarkanian 
announced after hisRunnnin' Rebels won 
the NCAA tournament that first he 
would go to DLsneyworld and then he 
would begin his congressional cam- 
paign. 

Drawing fromapool of applicants which 
included Jim Valvano, Bob Wade, Chip 
Walker, as well as Davies, UNLV ath- 
letic director Lews R. Boy decided to go 
with the outspoken, volatile Davies. "We 



needed someone who could pick up where 
Turk leftoff. Someone who could cam the 
respect of and control his players. We 
think Davies was the best man." 

Davies, who had put his name up for 
coasidcrationatanumberofothcrschooLs, 
including UVA, NC State, and Xavier, 
acknowledged that he would prefer to 
stay on the cast coast and would have 
liked to have coached in the ACC. "I 
would have prefcred to stay on the cast 
coast and would have liked to coach in the 
ACC," admitted Davies. 

Davies had been offered the UVA posi- 
tion left vacant by Terry Holland, after 
whom Davies patterns his coaching style, 
but turned it down after refusing to do 
Food Lion commercials. 'Terry and I are 
a lot alike," acknowledged Davies, "but 
hc'stoomuchofapansy.Iwouldn'twant 
an image like that to be attached to me if 
I coached there." 

"UNLV is the place for mc. I've been 
looking for a school that could fit in with 
my coaching style. I really wish Billy 



Sigler would have traasfcrcd out here 
with me. Who gives a crap about Neil?" 
Boy explained, "Davies was looking for 
a run n' gun type of offense, the kind of 
tempo he's used to. With his attitude, and 
long list of winning programs, we think 
he'll adjust quite well.
